.The carefully fostered communist propa- 
ganda that their victory signaled « genuine 
"peoplo'a revolution" has had effect on non- 
communls^. Past corruption, the clear need 
for reform.' the apparent wllllngnesa of the 
Chinese to accept red authority, all these 
made the communlit claims seem plausible 
to some. 

Facts arejUways -fr-umvUiclns antidote 
to eommiinist JJctjon, but tMta about red 
China haven't been easy to learn. 

His latest, howcTer, ought to so far to- 
ward BtrlpplnE the illusions from any who 
still credit the red fantasy that the Chinese 
Mn "better oil" twia/. it comes Irom Wang 
Chung, a Chinese worker, who escaped from 
his native land and manajted to give a full 
report to the recent Milan conference of the 
International Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions. 

Remember, this Is touted as the "people's 
I — molotlon:"-If-th*-term-ha8-any-meanlng, 
then the people should benefit from a com- 
I tnunlst regime. Has this been true of China? 
j ; ,The answer is no. According to Wang— and 
I other eye-witnesses ogres —-the Chinese 
I people In most every respect art much worse 
off now than before communist control. 

They are exploited to the absolute physical 
limit. Where they once worked nine hours 
they may now woric Ifl; Where they once 
drew 800 pounds of rice a month, they now 
get 100 to ISO. There Is no concern for their 
health or welfare. They are "human hulks" 
to be used until they fall In sheer exhaustion, 
- -'it^t Is the lot of the "good" Chinese. 
The antl-communtst, or even the man guilty 

- ofJuat_thD_Ialntcjt.ahow_of .uncooperative. 

apirlt, Is marked for oblivion. With sickening 
— bmtaUty^-the- communists have- murdered- 
I millions of ordinary citizens. As In every red- 
' dominated land, the secret police have made 
I terror part of the dally diet. 

The key words In Wang's report were these: 
"I'm sure I am voicing the unanimous 
opinion ot my terror-striclcen people when Z 
say ve prefer war to Soviet tjrranny. In war 
there Is hope for peace and freedom. In
